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Inam article, & few days since, we st- 
temptedto show the different positions in 
Tespect of Slavery as affected by the present 
‘war, of the three great Border States—Mary- 
land, Kentucky and Missouri. We showed 
that secession had’ destroyed, in great, part, 
the external commerce of these States which 
} | was based on the products of slave labor, and 
had also in great measure annihilated the value 
of their slaves as property. 

Im Missouri and Maryland, Slavery has 
practically no value whatever. It is a ruined 
interest—ruined and gone beyond hope, be- 
yond redemption.In Kentucky it has re- 
ceived a mortal wound, but the general con- 
vietion-of the fact has not yet fully settled 
upon the’ public mind. From Kentucky, 
therefore, we need not expect any immediate 
organic action for the removal of the remains 
of the institation. 

From Maryland ‘and Missouri we have a 
Tight to expect other action. The resurrec- 
tion of Slavery in either of these States no rea- 
sonable man can look forward to. It is a moral 
‘as well as a political impossibility. Missouri 
eomprehends the fact and is determined to 
act on it: The swift procession of days will 


soon bring us to the latter part of June, when 


a State Convention meets in Missonri, called 
— of emanci- 
pation. A general discussion throughout the 


State has has revealed no opposition toemanci- 
pation—nene whatever. Not one voice, in any. 


part of all ita wide domain, has been raised 
against the inauguration of a policy which all 
feel to be inevitable, and all have come to de- 
sire. Before dog-days Slavery will be doomed 
in Missouri, and the very. prairies and cities 
of the hemp-growing “Platte Purchase,” which 
gave an Arcuison and a Struveritow to the 
Border Ruffian politics of the past, will be lit 
up with bonfires over the edict of Freedom 
for the State. And not without reason. For 
a few years only will elapse before Missouri 
will be filled: to overflowing with labor and 
capital which Slavery has hitherto .kept out. 
And, with the increase of population, agricul- 
ture, mining and manufacturing, of free 
schoois, public improvements, Presses and gen- 
eral popular intelligence, Missouri will speedi- 
ly take rank-as one of the most rich, respected 
and powerful States of the Union.

Why is it that Maryland lingers, laments, and 
does nothing, while the West moves on so 
promptly in the duty of the hour? It seems 
to’ vis that the leading minds of Maryland are 
at fault: ‘They refuse ty discuss Slavery and 
emaneipation—fearing with the old. fear of 
thirty years ago that they may disturb the 
social order of the State! Time was when 
this fear was excusable. Abolitionism was 
otice a horrid phantom to the Southern imag- 
ination: But secession bas brought down the 
demon/into the heart of the South... It raises 
its“ erose-bones ”’ flag’ over the Capital of 
Jury. Davis’ State, and South Carolina. shud- 
ders to figd the same frightful banner stream- 
ing over her renowned sea islands. Mary- 
land need fear “Abolitionists ” no longer. Her 
rebel sisters have — made her familiar with ali 
that the imagination ever conjured up in af- 
fright.

Reminiscenses of Stonewall Jackson, 
Inthe course of my journeyings as ‘a‘cor- 
respondent, I have met with many old classmates 
and acquaintances of the late rebel Gen. Jacx- 
80N, from whose lips I have heard much about 
him ; and as éverything pertaining to. this te- 
markable man seems to interest the public, 
I will set down two or three anecdotes which 
have-not yet found their way into the public 
prints. 
Jackson, you know, wasa graduate of Weet 
Point in the class of 1846—considered the 
remarkable cless that ever graduated from the 
Academy. McCrettaw, Couch, Fosrts, Rio, 
Srruoun, Sronsmax, and others equally or lese 
distinguished, belonged to it. 
While at West Point, he was regarded as de- 
cidedly. dull and slow. “It took him three times 
as long to learn his tasks as the average of the 
boys, but when he had them, he had them weil. 
He was of a retiring and taciturn disposition, but 
whenever he spoke, his face would light up with 
@ pleasant smile, At this period he used to fancy 
he had consumption, and was wont to ait bolt 
upright at his meals. 
Hilustrative of the difficulty he had in. learning 
anything, I remember an anecdote of Gen. Srr- 
MOUR’s, SEYMOUR was, at that time, learning to 
play on the flute, and Jackson (they were 
young Lieutenants together) took it into hie 
head that he also would earn. He went tothe 
work with his accustomed vigor and persever- 
ance, but he could not succeed in learning to play 
even the simplest air. He blew six months ‘on 
the first bar of “ Love Not,” and then gave it up 
in despair. Tt is evident he had “no music in 
himself,” and, if Suakesrrazs is to be believed, 
he was, in this respect at least, “fit for treasons, 
stratagems and spoils.” 
The story of his behavior at Chepultepec, I have 
seen given, butincorrectly. It isthus: Jackson 
was & lieutenant in command .of Maarvpsn's 
Battery. The Fourteenth regular’ infantry was 
Ordered to charge up the road, but the fire was 
heavy, and the men seemed diainclined to ad- 
varice. Perceiving this, Jackson stepped out on 
the road, amid the shower of missiles, exclaiming: 
“You see, my men, there is no danger, follow 
me!” Whereupon they immediately rushed for- 
ward to the charge. 
At various periods of his life he was afflicted 
with different forme of hypochondria. One of his 
manias was to believe that everything he eat 
went down and lodged in his left leg! At another 
time he would never eat except by the watch, at 
the precise moment; and he would take out his 
watch, lay it on the table, and ¢at at that monient. 
If the meal was behindhand, he would not eat at 
all. Probably camp life cured him of these eccen- 
tricities.. . ye 
Current reports, have stated that JacKksoy was 
slovenly and rough in dress; in action or omthe 
march not distinguishable from the common sol- 
‘dier. This, at least, lately, since he came into 
high command, seems to be incorrect. In the 
manuscript diary of a rebel engineer officer— 
which we.found at the Chancellor House, on our 
arrival, ard now in my hands—among entries of 
the greatest interest and extending 
over several months, [ find the following portrait 
of Stonewall Jackson.
